.jects  that  vdll  cone  before  you  for  your  consideration  nore  in» 
pertant  than  the  conservation  of  our  natural  resources".  Elabor- 
ating on  his  consorvaticn  proposals,  the  Governor  indicated  that 
the  Stcate  Ccnser\?-ation  Bepartreont  7:as  v/nolly  inadeqp.ate  to  super- 
'Tise  the  developnent  of  the  State's  nerdLy  discovered,  oil  fields* 
He  sai'-:  furthi  r  that  " . . . .  ."'.v-hile  "■/■re  anjciousl;/  imT.te  outside  cap- 
ital and  insure  it  the  full  protection  of  the  la.vv,  %'/e  v/ould  have 
everyone  understand-'',  that  v-re  have  no  place  for  those  who  would  come 
to  our  St-ate  to  ex;"!loit  it."  '  • 

In  connection  xilth  the  conser^/ation  of  forests,  legislative 
action  was  r  cnnnended  'vvhich  would  give  r.rotection  fron  forest 
fires  an;-  "i\iiich  v.'ould  regulate  the  coriplete  denuding  of  tinber 
lands  by  oT^aratr^rs,  who  having  corcnitted  the  waste,  refuse  to 
paytajv:es  and  thus  cnuse  the  title  to  revert  tr-  the  State.  Regu- 
lation of  the  cutting         expcrtati-n  fror;  the  State,  of  young 
trees  too  srp.ll  to  be  ocnnoriically  used,  was  als    rec  rnmcnded.

L  transacti'-n  trx  t--  be  levied  on 
all  sales  and  leases  -.f  lerid  was  ccriirdtted  to  the  attention  rf 
the  Legislature  as  was  the  repeal  of  the  present  "s'"'Called" 
severance  tax  lavf  and  the  .substitution  r  f  a  nc  re  adequate  nea- 
sure  which  ".Yould  ao.ply  t'  all  tl.-iber,  oil,  and  other  products 
se^'ered  fr'^n  the  earth. 

Other  itejis    of    interest  nentioned    in    the  Governor' s 
r.essage,  include  a  recorL^.endaticn  that  a  C'-^'perative  mrketing 
law  be  devised  for  the  benefit    of    farners  in  narketing  their 
crops*     a    revisim  cf  interest  rate  liriitations  end  an  ap.end- 
nent  to  the  honestead  exereotion  la.y;  so  as  to  re'iuce  the  present 
$5000  exemption  to  ^2500. 

In  subsequent  statenents  t'"^  the  press.  Governor  Johnson 
outlines  a  proposal  for  benefitting  sreall  farrers  now  struggl- 
ing fr-T  existence  rn  vrornout  uht-^ reductive  land.     In  brief,  the 
plan  ccnterrlates  the  leasing  or  granting  of  snail  farn  acre- 
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ages  to  honesteaders  unx'er  a  c^'-pcrative  arranger.ent  v^ith  the 
Fa.r:n  Security  Acl;riinistraticn,    This  arranpeinent  ivould  allow 
the  homssteador  to  occcne  outright  oi'mcr  of  the  land  after 
two  years  residence.     It  is  estinated  tha.t  the  plan  ?jill  re- 
mnvo  nany  thousands  c  f  acres  rf  tax  fcri'-.ited  lands  from  the 
sales  lists  of  the  State  Lciid  Office  and  that  it  v.dll  bring 
relief  tc  nan;.?'  snail  fanners  because  only  land  of  nonproduc- 
tivity  would  be  thus  eliminated. 

Nebraska  -  The  N-^braska  unicancral  legislature  net  in 
Special  Session  fron  January  2nd  to  Januarv  13th.    Lavrs  wore 
enacted  providing  an  a-lditional    480, 000  for  public  .assist- 
ance j  placing  on  counties,  the  barden  of  pa^d-ng  biennial  ex- 
penses to  recipients  of  public  aidj     classifying  the  law  re- 
lating tc  liens  on  property  owned  by  recipients  cf  public  aidj 
correcting  tne  workmen's  conpensation  lavv^  so  that  suits  can  be 
filed  against  the  State;  and  n?J<ing  the  Nebraska  unennlojTacnt 
compensation  act  conforn  to  recent  changes  in  the  Federp.l  law. 

New  Jersey  -  The  Nev:  Jersey  legislature  convened  Jan- 
uary 10,  1939  and  recessed  November  13th,  reconvening  on  Jan- 
uary G,  1940,    New  Jersey  is  located  in  a  "^redomj.na.tely  m.etrc— 
politaji  area  but  jovernor  L,  Harry  Lfoore  in  a^'drossing  the  Leg- 
islature on  January  9th,  m.ade  certain  recorfLmendations  vrhich 
have  important  rural  land  use  implications. 

In  comm.enting  on  prrblcms  of  conservation  and  develop— 
TLent,  Governor  mocre  states  that  there  should  be  in  public 
oT-vnership  500,000  acres  of  forest  lanes  distributed  as  v/idely 
as  possible  rver  the  State  —  i,"ide  areas  of  suitable  tax  delin- 
quent lan^'^s  beins'  brought  into  State  cwmorshi"^  for  that  pur- 
pose; and  that  a  number  of  areas  should  be  acquired  for  sea- 
shore r^arks.    He  roconjiendc-d  a"-"'poinbr.ient  cf  a  special  legis- 
lative comir.rLttee  to  vrrrk  ivith  him  in  definitely  fixing  a  policy 
with  respect  to  these  park  areas  an  l  also  to  ■'et^rrdne  the  best 
procedure  for  bringing  ccrtcin  areas  of  tax  deldnquent  lands 
into  State  oTaiership, 

In  discussing  the  financial  relationships  between  local. 
State  and  P'oderpl  governments,,   the  Governor  sujimarized  his  view- 
point as  follov/sj     "  I  p.n  satisfied  that  our  whole  p'dicy  rf 

grants  in  aid  for  schools,  roads  and  welfare,  requires  reconsider- 
ation and  reappraisal.    It  is  my  ex^^ectation  that  the  State  id  11 
move  in  the  direction  of  greater  regulation  of  our  junior  govern- 
ments and  that  Str.te  aid  vail  be  extended.    Formulas  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  State  aid,  originally  designed  on  the  principles  that 
the  wealthier  cora.iunities  should  assist  in  equalizing  opportunities 
fr-r  all  by  shpjr"in    the  financial  burden  of  their  weaker  neighbors 
have,  in  ncnj  instances,  become  obsolete.     Some  copjnunities  are 
now  aiding  those  v>rhich  should  be  aiding  them,     C':^nditions  have 
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clianged  but  tlie  old  fomula  remains," 

CallD.rjg  a.ttenti  on  to  tlie  need  for  property  tax  reform, 
the  belief  was  expressed  that  it  would    be    possible  over  a 
period  of  years  to  restore  the  financial  strength  and  solvency 
of  local  governments.     "Put,"  said  the  Governor,  "these  accom- 
plishments cannot  be  brought  about  by  blind  opnosition  to  every 
plan  or  procedure  proposed  for  spreading  the  tax  burden  m.ore 
equitably  over  all  the  things  and  services  that  prouerly  should 
be  taxed  in  tr^e  support  of  oar  State  and  local  government  or  by 
raising  the  cry  that  nevr  taxes  mican  nciv  spending."    Several -spe- 
cific shortcomings  in  the  present  assessment  and  toy.  collection 

system,  were  mentioned.     It  was  pointed  out  that  "  in  a 

majority  of  tlie  565  assessing  districts  or  municipalities,  as- 
sessors are  part  time  officials  with  little  skill  in  appraisal 
work  and  each  applies  his  own  strndards  of  values  with  little 
regard  to  the  standards  used  in  other  assessing  districts  and 
mthout  any  effective  supervision  and  direction  from,  any  cen- 
tral authority,"    The  failure  to  collect  taxes  was  also  deplor- 
ed as  an.  additional  burden  uoon  those  who  do  pay  their  taxes 
and  the  existing  law  which  m^O-kes  it  necessary''  for  the  collecting 
agent,  that  is  the  municip''l  .rovcrnrp.ent,  to  remit  all  of  the 
taxes  levied  to  the  countv  and  school  districts,  regardle'ss  of 
the  percentag-o  of  collection,  was  also  cited  as  an  example-  of 
inequitable  nroccdure.     Proposals  of  the  New  Jersey  Corjoission 
on  Tax  Law  Bevision  were  commended  to  the  attention  of  the  Legis- 
lature, 

New  York  -  The  regular  annual  session  of    the  Now  York 
Legislature  convened    on    Jrnuary  3rd.     A.griei.ilt viral  coopera- 
tion, soil  conscrvatj.on    agricultural  research    miortgage  m.or- 
atoria  and  the  regulation  of  outdoor  advertising,  w-ere  among 
the  subjects  having  land  use  planning  implications  Ti,iiich  were 
discussed  by  Governor  nerbert  H.  Lehm.an,  in  his  m.essage.  Re- 
ferring to  agricultui'al  cooperation,  the  Governor  recommend- 
ed consideration  of  the  problem  of  milk  production  p.nd  regu- 
lation and  the  enactm.ent  of  vv'-hatever  legislation  could  be  de- 
signed to  strengthen  the  cooperative  movement,     "I  hevi.  re- 
peatedly expressed  my  confidence    in    cooperative  action  for 
farmers",  the  Governor-  said,  "and  my  belief  that  most  of  the 
problems  of  agriculture  will  ultim.ately  be  solved  by  farmers 
themselves  working  together  in  coop'^rative  associations." 

Need  for  the  prevention  of  soil  erosicn,  the  drainage 
of  waste  areas  on  farms,  and  the  regular  appliccation  of  ILme 
and  phosphorous  along  with  the  use  of  legumes  and  crop  rota- 
tions were  mentioned  as  important  elements  in  soil  conserva- 
tions.   The  suggestion  vias  made  that  there  might  be  some  need 
for  "unified  action  by  groups  of  farm.ers  in  specified  regions 
in  cooperating  mth  the  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Farmers  through  their  o.rganizations,  should  decide  vrhat  form
